These hardy sea rovers pushed in 
other directions. Besides colonising the 
shores ot the frozen north they pushed 
down the coast of Africa, and often 
penetrated to the ■ Mediterranean.

Vikings pushed across from Green- 
land and settled in Vinland, which 
may have been either Labrador, Nova 
Scotia, .Vewfour.dland, or New Kr.i- 
land. However, tlieir .setllemer.t dis- 
appeared and nothing but the tradi- 
tion of it survived. 

These hardy sea rovers pushed In 
other directions. Besides colonising the 
shores ot the frozen north they pushed 
down V.'.c coast of Africa, and often 
P'.'iieiraied 10 the Mediterranean. 
Overland their compatriots were ex- 
ploring tlie vast tracts of barbarian 
Russia, and frequcnlly travelled over- 
land lo the Caspian and Constanti- 
nople.

Detroit convention of Student Missionaries demonstrated this tact, for 
S,000 students is no ^malI crowd. Tlie university of Toronto Is larger by 
three student*, iC ."s.ftOCi did actually attend this convention, and not 4,900. 

Six thousand Kiwanians made up a convention in Montreal two years 
•CO, but the Student mis'tonaries did not fall far short of this number. 
Conventions do not do any harm— delegates and stere-keepera of con- 
^jvintlon cltie,«; wUl he.irtily conoir in that — and conventions might bo able 
•6*'do a lot of good, but we imagine that most of the good 1» done in a. social 
wiy, rather than Intellectually. Five tho\isand is an unwieldy number, and 
a"«easoned convention goer will know perfectly well that the holiday spirit 
la very strong at all conventions. 

The value of a convention in cementing international friendship Is great. 
Equally great is its value in brlnping about personal friendships. The De- 
troit convention met, we believe, to try to find some purpose or Ideal com- 
aon to student missionaries from all parts of the continent, and to decide 
whether Christianity was a religion or the religion. 

In the earn© way the Kiwanis convention assembled to find an ideal and 
ethical way to condoct business, and how to relieve the unhappiness of the 
in^appy. 

. j*; We have our suspicions, nevertheless, that Episcopalian students xrent 
away from the Detroit convention Espiscopalians, Jewisli' students remained 
Jewish and radical thinkers remained radical. But the convention was not 
a tailnro because of that. After all, one has to have an excuse for holding 

'iTiconventlon. 

Conventions are typically American products, and as suiting the Ame- 
rican Individuality we think that they are among the finest institutions this 
continent can boast about. Conventions in Canada, composed of Canadians 
alone, never come off with the same "pep", because as a. general rule a 
delegate from Vancouver cannot daîh up to a delegate from Xova Scotia, 
i hlm on the back and nearly bowl him over, and say in a loud voice: 
"Hell-o, brolhe.'. Harrr-ye? AVelcomctold Vancooverl"'

SOME LAWS THAT MIGHT BE USEFUL 

OUR columnlit Asterisk, under the i-ubtlile 'Legal Clearness quoted a law 
which runs, in brief, sonietliing like iIiIh: "A driver of a car in South 
Bend can't neck, can'i be necked, and no one can neck the driver.'' 

In the more exact legal wording found in the column under the above 
caption, we might submit for the approval of the student body these 
resolutions: 

"It shall be unlawful for any .-student while navigating through the ro- 
tunda of the Arts building at ten o'clock A.M. in the morning, to push against 
any- professor; or to so navigate while being subjecled to the contrary push 
-of a professor, and it shall be unlawful for any professor to push a student 
•0 navigating."

'^t shall be unlawful for any student to hiss, whisper, talk, gesticulate, 
hum, sing, or laugh with any other student while occupying a seat or other- 
wise using the premises of the Redpath library reading room, or for any sttj- 
dent to be hl.ssed, whispered, talked, gesticulated, hummed, nung or laughed 
.at by another Btudcnt occupying a. seat or oihcrwiso uislng the premises of 
tie Redpath library reading room, and it shall be unlawful for any s'tudent 
lo hiss, whisper, talk, gesticulate, hum, sing or laugh back when hlsned, 
l^topered, talked, gesticulated, hummed, sung or laughed to by another stu- 
dwxt occupying a seat or otherwise using the premises of the Redpath lib- 
rary reading room." 

"It shall bo unlawful for any male etudent to scaro any female dutlent in 
th» biological laboratory or any similar experimental room by prodding, 
pricking, touching, slicking, teasing, scrafchlng perforating, or otherwise 
Irritating frog», earthworms, or simllsr small experimental animals, Insects 
or fjsb, half deod, more than half dead, or less than half dead, but not dead 
the effects of chloroform, so as to cause them to wriçgle, sfjulr'm or fall 
th« cround, and make her ^^reanl. «rreech, or sny 'oh', '«h', or 'hi', 
or Jump suddenly upon the nearcRi or mont ronvcnient chair or table, of for 
■ny male studf-nt i-i prod, prick, touch, stick, tease, scratch, perforate, or 
ptbertvlse irritate frogs, earthworms or similar small experimental animals. 
Insects or fish, half dead, more than half dead or less than half dead but not 
dead from the effects of chloroform or cause them to wriggle, squirm or fall 
to the ground, while she Is screaming, screech I ng. naylnK 'oh', oh', or 'hi', 
or standing upon the nearest or most convenient . hair or tnljle; and it shall 
iM Unlawful for any fi-iniile xludent to scream, srr<-ci-li, njy '<iir. 'ah', or 'hi', 
or stand upon the neaicut or most convf-nlenl chuir or table, while any male 
Student U engaged In prodding, pricking, touching, sticking, tcAslnr, scratch. 
lag, perforating or otherwise Irritating frogs, earthworms, or Blmllur small 
wperimeiitol animals. Insects or fish, half dead, more than half dead or ten 
half dead but not dead from the t.ff.-. ts of chloroform, so as to cause 
Urât to wriggle, «><iulrm, or fall to the sround." 
'\ But w« don't make the laws. Perhaps Ifs just as well.
